"Washington, Jars- ±9. — A definite 


step toward international disarma- 
ment was taken by the secate foreign 
relations eomiolliee today in ordering 
a. favorable report on^he resolution of 
Senator Borah, Republican. Idaho, 
proposing negotiations between the 
United States. 
Great Britain 


Japan to reduce naval programs. 


Discussion of the resolution in the 


senate is not planned before next 
week and action on.lt at the present 
session <$f congress is conceded to be 
in doubt. Advocates of the resolution, 
however, hope that the senate debate 
will give impetus to general disarma- 
ment sentiment here and abroad. 


The committee approved the Borah 


resolution without a roll call after it 
had voted down. 88 to 3-. an alterna- 
tive resolution by Senator "Walsh. Dem- 
ocrat^ Montana, proposing American 
participation in discussions of 
the 


League of Nations disarmament com- 
mission. 


All Democrats present supported 


the Tfalsh measure and all Republi- 
cans voted against it. Senator Shields, 
Democrat. Tennessee, although absent, 
was recorded in opposition. 


Some changes were made by -the 


committee in the Borah resolution 
One was the Inclusion of the provision 
that any agreement between the "Cnit- 
ed States, Great Britain and Japan for 
naval building reductions should be 
promulgated formally by treaty. An- 
other amendment struck out Senator 
Borah's original proposal to negoti- 
ate for a 50 per cent reduction In nava 
building; the committee deciding to 
eave this question open for whatever 
reduction might be arranged. 


Confinement of negotiations to the 


three principal naval powers, as orifir 
nally proposed by Senator Borah, was 
.pproved by the committee, a propos 
al by Senator McCumber, Republican 
Xorth Dakota, to include France and 
Italy In the parleys being rejected.

John R. Hazel ordered a copy of the 
report sent to the federal attorney 
general. 


Although the jury found no Indict- 


ment as a. result of Its inquiry Into 
reports of wholesale liquor traffic antf 
intimations of bribery, Judge Hazel 
expressed gratification at the jurors' 
apparent respect for and desire to see 
the law enforced. 


"In the early days of the law, revo- 


lutionary to a. certain extent because 
it changed habits of a lifetime, I was 
loathe to punish severely persons con- 
victed of its violation," he said, "but 
the law has been in operation a year 
and it is time prison sentences should 
be dealt out to offenders." 


Judge Hazel expressed belief that 


the present generation would pass be- 
fore difficulties of enforcement disap- 
peared entirely, but that future gen- 
erations will be benentted by and in- 
culcated with respect for the prohibi- 
tion law.

Hoover Would Create National 


Marketing Board of Experts 


With Regulatory Powers 


"Washington, Jan. '20.—Manipulation

through voluntary agreement of ex- 
changes to limit the quantity of the 
commodity that could be handled in 
speculative trades, Herbert Hoover, 
former federal food administrator, 
said today In appearing before the 
house agricultural committee which Is 
holding hearings on bills to restrict 
speculation of future exchanges. 


For the Improvement of marketing 


conditions, Mr. Hoover suggested cre- 
ating under the department of agri- 
culture a national marketing board of 
experts with regulatory powers within 
limits over the exchanges. 


Such a board, he added, could as- 


sist materially in solving present prob- 
lems by establishing standard prac- 
tices and by laying down regulations 
which would secure for farmers the 
privilege oi storing their grain at 
country elevators. The farmers would 
be given warehouse receipts. 


Assistance in developing co-opera- 


tive marketing could be given by a 
board such as he proposed, Mr. Hoov- 
er said, suggesting that the bureau of 
markets might perform administra- 
tive functions. Its powers would have 
to be flexible, he added, and it should 
work In co-operation with the grain 
exchanges.

Soon. 


Washington.—The Panama canal 


has dosed the best year, finan«'fellT. 
ia Its six years of operation, wlib. an 
excess of ?2£S7.599 In revenue over 
the expense of operation acd main- 
tenance. 


Brig. Gen. Chester Harding, gover- 


nor of the Panama canal, predicted 
to his annual report to the secretary 
of wsr. that within a reasonable peri- 
od of normal world conditions, the 
canal trill'earn an actual profit on its 
cost which has been 5366,650,000. ex- 
clusive of expenditures for its mili- 
tary and naval defense. In the mean- 
time, the general edded, the canal Is 
performing an important commercial 
service by stimulating American trade 
with the west coast of South America 
and the Orient More than 25 per 
ctnt of the cargo handled through 
the canal since Its opening was in 
transit between tbe United States and 
South America, and 14% per cent was 
between tbe Atlantic coast of the Uni- 
ted States and the Orient 


Traffic Has Increased. 


Within the six years of operation, 


General Harding's report said, there 
fias been a marked Increase in traffic 
through the canal notwithstanding the 
fact that the World war interfered 
with the normal development of ocean- 
going commerce. After the entry °* 
the United States Into the"Rar there 
was a decrease In commercial tn'ilsc. 
due to the diversion of certain lines 
of ships to the transatlantic service, 
bat this was more than offset by the 
increase In traffic .gro\nng out of the 
war, chiefly on account of the <Ie- 
velopmeist of the nitrate trade vritl; 
the Pacific coast of South America.
